Two Clerks Held on Charge of

Grand Jury Holds Former Off-

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.]—One 
‘indictment and two more arrests were today’s 


| developments in the postoffice scandal. 


August W. Machen, former superintendent 
of free delivery, was indicted by the federal 
grand jury on nine counts for accepting 
bribes in connection with contracts for the 
purchase of mail box fasteners. Conviction 
on these nine counts carries with it a maxi- 
mum penalty of twenty-seven years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $66,000. 

Thomas W. McGregor, clerk in charge of 
supplies for the rural free delivery service, 
and C. Elsworth Upton of Baltimore, one of 
McGregor’s assistants, were arrested on the 
charge of conspiracy, with Charles E. Smith 
of Baltimore, to defraud the government in 
the purchase of the leather pouches fur- 
nished the rural carriers throughout the 
country. Their cases make seven arrests in 


rests are expected later. 


Charges Against McGregor. 

‘The complaint against McGregor and 
Upton sets forth that they agreed with 
Charles E. Smith of Baltimore to obtain for 
him orders for many thousands of leather 
pouches such as are used by rural carriers. 
The price agreed upon was 90 cents per 
pouch. The actual value was less than 50 | 
cents. Smith was to pay to them the differ- 
ence between 90 and 30 cents per pouch.

Indictment Against Machen. 

The grand jury returned the indictment 
against August W. Machen today after ten 
minutes’ consideration of his case. No wit- 
nesses were examined. The indictment ac- 
cused Machen of the violation of section 5,501 
of the revised statutes, the penalty for vio- 
lation of which is a “ fine not more than three 
times the amount asked or accepted or re- 
ceived, and by imprisonment not more than 
three years. The amount which the indict- 


ment states be received illegally is $18,987.79. 


Mr. Machen was in court with his attorneys 
when the grand jury reported and imme- 
diately gave bond in the sum of $20,000 for 
his appearance in court. 


on June 1, 1900, Mr. Machen, with intent 
to have his decision and action as super- 
intendent of free delivery in regard to a 
purchase of Groff fasteners influenced there- 
by, did ask of the Groff Bros. a promise that 
they would pay to him 40 per cent of any sum} 
which might be received by them thereafter 
from the United States through the postoffice 
department in payment of such fasteners, 
the purchase of which might be procured 
upon Mr. Machen’s advice, and did receive 
the promise of the Groff Bros. in accordance 
therewith.” 

By securing the indictment of Machen a 
fore tomorrow, the day set for his prelim- 
inary hearing before Commissioner Taylor, 


it has avoided the necessity of showing its 
hand at a preliminary hearing. The pro- 
ceedings before the commissioner now will 
be abandoned. 


Machen Tells of. Checks. 

In discussing the case with his friends Mr. 
Machen says that certain checks which it is 
maintained were sent to him in payment of 
his profits in the Groff fastener, and which 
have been secured by the postoffice inepec- 
tors, were sent him by his business partner, 
George E. Lorenz of Toledo, O., and formerly 
postmaster of that city. 

Machen claims that his partnership with 
Lorenz was a legitimate one and that the 
checks transmitted to him by Lorens were 


the firm conducted. 

Machen further states to his friends that 
he was not a partner of the Groff Bros. con- 
_ cern, and that he did not receive any of the 
profits from the sale of the letter box fast- 
ener to the government. He says that no 
wrong doing will be proved against him. 

Machen’s attorneys gave out a public state- 
ment declaring that the indictment in ad- 
vance of the preliminary hearing is unusual, 
unfair, and unprecedented, and that its legal 
efféct is to deprive Machen of an open pub- 
lic investigation into the truth of the charges

E. W. Chafin made this statement at wn 

lard hall yesterday afternobn in an address 

to the members of the Total Abstinence 
ee Mr. Chafin, who is superintendent 
of the Washingtonian home, declared that 
employés nearly always cash their checks 
at some saloon, spending there a portion of 
their pay. 

The speaker urged that one of the first 
undertakings of the league be a crusade 
against check payments to workingmen. 

Mr. Chafin dwelt on another cause of in- 
temperance. It was the great number of 
grocers, who, he said, send out bottles of 
liquor packed in unlabeled boxes. This traf- 
fic, said he, was causing a considerable in- 
crease in intemperance in families. The 
making of drunkards, he declared, is not 
nearly all in saloons, but has been trans- 
ferred to the homes largely through this 
grocery trade. People of respectability, who 
would not be seen in a saloon, are indulging 
in intoxicating liquors at home, the speaker 
said. Even boys and girls are forming the 
liquor habit in large numbers. 2

Absolutely 
nothing was done by the health department, 
though frequent and written complaints 
were made. 

‘Mrs. Paul, superintendent of street clean- 
ing in the Nineteenth ward, told of a case 
at 447 Canal street. 

“There is an old vault there that should 
be abolished,” said she. “I have com- 
plained twenty times or so to the health de- 
partment, but nothing has been done. In 
other cases I have no reason to believe that

Massmeeting Ask Action 
Regarding Massacres. 


FOR EQUALITY OF MAN. 
Letters from Persons of Promi- 
nence Are Read and All De- 

nounce Recent Outrages. 


Strong resolutions denouncing the massacre 
of the Jews at Kisheneff and urging the 
United States government to take action to 
prevent a repetition of ‘such deeds were 
adopted this afternoon at a massmeeting of 
representative citizens of the District of 
Columbia. The resolutions say, in part: 
We protest against the spirit of persecu- 
tion, rivaling, if not exceeding, that of the 
dark ages, which has been revived in parts 
of Russia. In this country the equality of 
man is recognized, no matter what the race, 
nationality, or creed. Especially is this true 
of the Jewish immigrants who have settled 
in the United States in large numbers and 
who, as; a, body of citizens, have become 
faithful, law abiding, industrious, and peace- 
able Americans. 

“The people of the United States should 
exercise all their influence with the govern- 
ment of Russia, as the ancient friendship 
between the two nations should justify, to 
stay the spirit of persecution, to redress the 
injuries inflicted, to prevent the recurrence 
of similar outbreaks—outbreaks which have 
amazed the civilized world—and to secure, by 
treaty, the recognition of American citizens 
of Jewish faith in their right to visit and so- 
journ, as otker American citizens do, in 
Russia. 

Many Religions Represented. . 

The massmeeting, which was attended by 
about 1,200 persons, was held in the Colum- 
bia theater. Men and Women of all classes 
and creeds united in denouncing the atroci- 
ties and in expressing their horror and indig- 
nation that they should have been permitted 
in a civilized country at the dawn of the 
twentieth century. 

Corporal James Tanner, former com- 
missioner of pensions, presided at the meet- 
ing and spoke forcefully and eloquently for

BACK IN THE WHITE HOUSE Ar- 
ER MEMORABLE TOUR. 


Makes 265 Addresses in Journey of 

14,000 Miles Over the Country—Om- 
cials “and People of Capital Greet 
Executive in Washington and He 
Speaks Briefly, Thanking Them 
for the Welcome—Not an Accident 
During Two Months of Travel. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt's trip of 14,000 miles, dur- 
ing which he made 265 addresses, ended with 
his arrival at the White house today. The 
trip consumed sixty-five days, and there 
was no break in the schedule. 

The president was given a hearty recep- 
tion by the people of the capital city, who 
lined the sidewalks as his carriage, escorted 
by a battalion of high school cadets, was 
driven to the White house. We 33 

ordially responded to the ng ven 
stood up in his carriage 
and waved his hat and bowed his acknowl- 
edgements. He looked the picture of health. 

Officials at the Station. 
There was a large gathering of officials at 
the station when the president arrived. They 
incl Secretary Root, Secretary Hitch- 


ter General Payne, District Commissioners 
West, McFarland, ‘and Biddle, Capt. W. 8. 
Cowles, the president’s brother-in-law; and 
Col. Symons, the superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds. Drawn up in line 
were Commander in Chief Kimball of the 
department of the Potomdc of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and a detachment of 
Spanish war veterans under command of 
Col. Hodgson. | 

Promptly at 7 o’clock the train bearing the 
president and his party rolled into the sta- 
tion. There was 4 shout of welcome home 
as Mr. Roosevelt made his appearance on the 
platform, and it continued while the presi- 
dent was in or about the station. The presi- 
dent spent a few minutes in exchanging 
greetings with the assembled officials. He 
talked longer with Postmaster General 
Payne than any of the others, the latter 
throwing his arms about the president and 
apparently whispering to him. The presi- 
dent, accompanied by Capt. Cowles in full 
uniform, then entered a carriage and with 
his party, which besides the officials of the 
etation included Attorney General Knox, 
Secretary Wilson, and Senator Beveridge 
of Indiana, were escorted by a battalion of 
high school cadets along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to the White house grounds.

Onecan travel from ocean 
to ocean and from Canada to the gulf, and 
always be at home among one’s fellow Ameri- 
cans. I thank you again, my friends, and 
now I am going in to my own folks.”

RETURN INDICTMENTS FOR 
LAND SWINDLING OPERATORS. 


Columbus Authorities Gather Evidence 
Against Them from All Parts of the 
Country—Many Witnesses, 


— 


Columbus, O., June 5.—Indictments were 
returned by the United States grand jury 
against John A. Cobb of Bainbridge, O., and 
W. H. H. Miller, S. E. Struble, and G. W. J. 
Woltz of Newark, O., for misuse of the mails 
jn connection with alleged fraudulent land 
deals. Several other men, who have not yet 
been arrested, are under indictment on a 
similar charge. | 

The government inspectors who collected 
the evidence pfesented to the grand jury 
claim to have unearthed alleged land swin- 
dles of gigantic proportions, which, they 
say, were carried on by men operating in 
widely separated localities. Large tracts of 
timber land, for which alleged fraudulent 
deeds were given to purchasers, were offered 
for sale in Tennessee, Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, Missouri, Texas, and Michigan. 

Victims. of the alleged swindles, it is 
claimed, are to be found in almost every 
state of the Union. Witnesses have been 
summoned in the cases to be tried in the 
United States courts here from Tennessee, 
New Mexico, Michigan, Kentucky, Missouri, 
West Virginia, Iowa, and Arkansas. 


ARGUMENTS IN NORTHERN 
SECURITIES CASE COMMENCE. 
State of Minnesota Bases Its A on 


the Provisions of Its Constitution, 
Which Prohibits Consolidation. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 5.—Arguments were 
begun today before United States Judge 
Lochren in the case of the state of Minne 
sota against the Northern Securities com- 
pany, and the roads whose control is merged 
in the name of the New Jersey cotporation, 
in the United States Circuit court. 

The state’s case is on entirely different 
grounds from the federal case. The federal 
case alleged a violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The state's case is brought under 
a provision of the Minnesota constitution, 
which specifically prohibits the consolida- 
tion of parallel and competing lines of rail- 
way. 

The arguments may last two or three days. 
Attorney General Douglas opened the state's 
case and will be followed by George P. WII- 
son. The defense will then be heard. Attor- 
neys George L. Young, M. D. Groves, and 
C. W. Bunn will present the side of the North- 
ern Securities company and the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific roads.

Police Department Gives Facts. 

New York, June 5.—The Christian Herald, 
in response to a Ablegram sent to the czar 
asking for an official report of the occur- 
rences at Kisheneff, has received a reply 
‘from the director of the Russian police de- 
partment.

St. Petersburg, June 4.—The Christian 
Herald, New York: Russia's agricultural 
and laboring population is ill at ease, living 
the common life with Jewish inhabitants of 
widely developed commercial instinct; hence 
there is constant antagonism, the material 
differences in racial and religious character 
coming to the verge of frenzy at the least 
possible occasion. 
ned relations existing between 
the Russ and Jews of Bessarabia were 
made worse by the fact of finding in an out- 
lying village a murdered Christian boy. 
The murder was attributed by the population 
to the Jewish ritual habits. Official denials 
of the ritual murder were not given credit by 
the peasants, who attributed other murders 
of Christians in the towns of Kieff and 
Kisheneff likewise to the Jews. 


Declares Jews Struck First Blow. 


On Easter day, in the market place of 
Kisheneff, the workers, while holiday mak- 
ing, saw the Jewish proprietor of a carrous- 
el machine strike a Christian woman, wha 
fell to the ground, letting go her infant baby. 
This incident was the immediate cause of an 
outburst. The workers began breaking win- 
dos and pulling down Jewish stores as a 
sign of protest. The police, who always 
lea vd much to be desired in-provincial towns, 
failed to make efficacious intervention, many 
thousands of the mass of onlookers and holi- 
day makers approving the riot and hindering 
the policemen’s actions. 

“After de traters came plunderers, 
the outbreak lasting from 5 o’clock in the 
afterno@n to 10 o'clock in the evening, and 
leaving nine Jewish bodies on the place. 
Night brought the disturbances to an end. 

What goes far to prove the momentous 
character of the outbreak in letting loose 
the popular passions with the strength of 
natural forces is that Monday morning 
the Jews, wishing to intimidate and inflict 
punishment on the Christian workers, began 
assembling on the market place in groups, 
armed with sticks and other weapons. 

Christian Falls; People Aroused. 
“The Jews, being the more numerous, had 
the best of it in the first encounters, and a 
tian was seen to fall, receiving a bullet 
wound.

It indicates a is in the 
condition of affairs in Chicago which is 
equally menacing to the interests of capital 
and labor. It is always a misfortune when 
the workingman is arrayed im conflict | 
against his employer. The interests of both 
are identical, and the relations of both 
should be, and must be, harmonious if they 
are to continue to the advantage of either.. 
The employers, as a class, feel at the pres- 
ent moment that they are being pushed al- 
most beyond the limits of endurance. While’ 
business is not so flourishing as it was a 
year ago and profits are not so large, de- 
mands are made upon them which are 
prompted by the desire of the wage earners 
to have what they consider a fair share of 
the profits arising from the business in 
which they are employed. But if it is true 
that the profits are not so large as they 
were it is not easy for the employer to ad- 
mit the reasonableness of thedemand. Con- 
ditions which might have justified an in- 
crease of wages a year ago no longer exist. 
Business in almost every department of 
trade is suffering from contraction instead’ 
of rejoicing in an expansion of profits. 
While-the volume of business may be as 
large as before, the margin of profit is much 
less than it was. Feeling as they do in this 
respect employers consider themselves in- 
jured by the demand that they shall give 
up a still further proportion of their receipts 
in increased, wages. 
On the other hand, the wage earners 
lieve that the cost of living has advanced, 


they believe they are entitled to a share of 
the additional business. Not being allowed 
to look at the private books of the employer

“THE MERRY MONTH OF MAY.” 
The month of May in this year of grace 
will remain memorable for the natural dis- 
turbances and destruction in various sec- 
tions of the country which characterized 
it.

His pre- 
vious book, “ Notes from a Diary.“ was a 
little more intimate than this, but not any 
more interesting or valuable as records of 
his contemporaries’. 

There is no more interesting chapter in 
the book than the one on Empress Frederick, 
& woman and an empress whom he much 
admired, In addition to the influence which 
she shared with so many of her own age, 
there came into her life, through her father, 
a stream of German thought. The future 
empress imbibed this stream at every pore, 
and long before her marriage it became the 
most natural thing in the world that all the 
best minds in Germany should begin to hope 
that she might become the wife of the heir to 
the Prussian throne. | 

Sir Mountstuart mentions a curious anec- 
dote which shows what some of them were 
thinking at this time. The queen of Prussia 
happened to be staying in London when 
Baron Bunsen went to pay his respects to 
her, He was ushered into a room on the 
table of which lay a great many engravings 
sent for her majesty’s inspection. As he 
looked over these he perceived a portrait of 
the crown prince of Prussia and one of the 
princess royal of England lying amongst 
them. He moved these two so that they just 
covered a French engraving of the battle 
of Waterloo, allowing nothing to be visible 
except the name by which it is known to 
our neighbors, ‘‘ La Belle Alliance.” When 
the queen came in her eye fell upon the 
table; she and her visitor exchanged 
glances, which told everything, but nothing 
was put into words for some time after- 
wards. 

The Empress Frederick more than any 
others of her family appreciated the great 
achievements of Germany in literature and 


science, as well as the steady intellectual 
striving. It was not, however, with the in- 


tellectual striving that 
most into contact.

For instance, in spite of his residence in 
America, he seems never to have heard of 
the explorations in Assyria carried on by 
American universities, but mentions the Ger-

Altogether the Conditions of the 
Week Have Been Decidedly

e conditions of the week ending 
Friday have been abnormal in practically 
every district of agricultural importance ex- 
wept the northwest, and, broadly speaking, 
the period was in every way unfavorable for 
crop growth and current farming operations. 

Temperatures ranged below the normal 
Ahroughout the whole country east of the 
Nocky mountains, with light frosts in the 
more northerly districts. 

In the matter of rainfall it was a period 
‘of violent extremes, severe and continued 
@rought in the north Atlantic and New Eng- 
land states, general rains ranging from 
showers to moderate downpours in the Ohio 
valley, unprecedented rainfall in portions of 
the Missouri! and north Mississippi valleys. 
and less than n precipitation in the 
north weet. 

Where Rain Is Needed. 

The eastern drought, from Pennsylvania to 
New England, has now continued from seven 
to nine weeks, and is yet unrelieved. Light 
and scattered showers have touched a few 
districts, but practically it continues in its 
full intensity. This drought is almost un- 
paralleled as an early summer experience, 
and coming as it has, at the beginning .of 
plant growth, when vegetation is lacking in 
root growth, its effect upon all plant — 
has been severely destructive. | 
To fully appreciate what the experience had 
been and to measure its probable effect upon 
spring crops, the following statement, show- 
ing actual rainfall this year between April 30 
and June 1, and the normal rainfall for the 
period at scattered points in the territory at- 
fected may be studied to 8

Sunshine Is Needed. 

The feature of the week which has resulted 
in some lowering of general promise was 
lack of sunshine. The crop is headed out as 
far north as central Tlinois, and is ready to 
ripen in the lattitude of the Ohio river, and 
sunshine and warm weather are required at 
this stage of crop t to hasten and 
perfect ripening. 

This has been entirely lacking for nearly 
two weeks, and partly, as a consequence re- 

“porte of the appearance of rust are disturb- 

ingly frequent. These reports are coming 
from many districts from Ohio to Kansas, 
ahd should the present period of excessive 
moisture be followed by hot, muggy weather 
the possibilities of a serious visitation are 
present. The actual damage at present, 
however, is small, t being a matter of ap- 
prehension rather than actuality. 

Drought conditions in California have been 
only partly relieved, and a crop no larger 
than last year is now probable.
